In the clouds: Burley students work for NASA

BURLEY - Eighth-grade stu- 
dents taking the earth science 
class at Burley Junior High 
- School a^o helping -out -the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration. 

The students are gathering 
cloud information from the 
ground. NASA officials use these 
readin gs t o com pare with data 
collectetTby an instrument on 
one of their satellites. In return, 
the students get a weather lesson 
that is more up-to-date than any. 
t h ing they can get from a text- 
book. 

Burley Junior High is one of 
two schools in Idaho and 269 


around the world helping NASA 
The students record tempera- 
ture, humidity, barometric pres- 
sure and ocher data, along with 
the types of clouds, said Kolby 
Fernau, one eighth-grader work- 

-ing on the project. 

Students use cloud chans pro- 
vided by NASA to determine

are many different types of 
clouds, students have a tough job,

The attack on Stoute was not 
Puffy’s first brush with controver- 
- sy^^or^he-ltrwr-Combs-was" 
arrested in late 1995 and charged 
with robbery and criminal posses- 
sion of a weapon. He pleaded 
guilty to criminal mischief and 
paid a $1,000 fine. 

Combs organized the charity 
basketball game at City College 
in 1991 where nine people died 
and several others were severely 
injured in a crush of fans who 
were trying to get into the over- 
sold event. Combs still faces legal 
actions from that incident 
He was also involved a long- 
running cross-country feud with 
Marion (Suge) Knight, head of 


Row Records, that featured 
taunts by rappers on the East 
Coast, who fashioned themselves 
as ghetto poets, and West Coast 
urban g angsta s. The most viru- 
lent conflict was between rapper 
Tupac Shakur of Death Row 
Records and Biggie S mails of Bad 
Boy Records. Both were shot to 
death within six months of one 
another by unknown gunmen. 

Industry insiders said Combs 
was angry at Stoute for not edit- 
ing out a scene in a music video 
for the song “Hate Me Now" by 
rapper Nas that featured Combs 
naiied to a cross. Combs, who sug- 
gested die scene, apparently had 
second thoughts and demanded it 
be removed from the final cut of 
the video. 

The video premiered on MTV 
without the cut. The music televi-
